New-Haven harbour as follows, viz :— 


' «Phat the northern limit be in a direct 


line drawn from the south-west corner of 
Hotchkiss’ Rope Walk in the Oyster 
Point quarter in New-Haven, to the south 
side of Fort Wooster on Beacon-hill, in 
East-Haven 3; and that the southern limit 
be a line drawn due west from Fort Hale 
in East-Haven, to the Beach in New- 
Haven.” And whercas a contagious dis- 
ease exists in the city of New--York, 
which may be introdeced among the citi- 
ns of this town: 

Therefore ordercd, That all Vessels 
and Steam-Boats arriving at the Port of 
New-Haven from the city of New-York, 
or the waters contiguous thereto, and al! 
Vessels and Steam. Boats with passengers 
on board, recently from New-York, arri- 
ving at said harbour from any porto 
place in Long-Island Sound or the East 
River, so called, between the city of New 
Haven and New-York, shall be subject 
to perform Qvarantine within the limits 
above established for Quarantine Ground, 
for the space of Fourteen Days, and shall 
be subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions that Vessels are subject to, coming 
from ports south of the Capes of Dela- 
ware. And the masters, owners mati- 
ners, and consignees, and all other persons 
shall be liable to the same penaities, rules 
regulations, and restrictions, as are 
by law established for Vessels coming 
from ports south of the aforesaid Capes 
between the 1st of June and the first of 
October. This order to remain in force 
until the first day of November next, un- 
less sooner repealed. The Health Ufiice 
will visit each Vessel embraced in this 
order, on her arrival at the Quarantine 
Ground, to give a certificate of health, 
which discharges any Vessel immediately 
from the effect of the Quarantine. 

The Board of Health earnestly recom- 
mend to alt-the inhabitants of this city 
without delay, to purify the vaults of their 
necessaries by putting Lime therein, also 
to remove from their premises any other 
source or sources of filth.

Manure from Swine ; how to increase 
the quantity—The dung of swine isa 
very rich and manure, and so cold as to 
ferment very slowly. It is so rich and 
oily as to be double in value to neats dung. 
{t will render the most dry and hungry 
soils exceedingly fruitful'in a wettish sea- 
son, as I have found by experience. It 
resists the ill effects of drought and does 
most service in a hot country. By its 
steady and gradual supply of a rich nour- 
ishment it is particularly adapted for the 
growing of hops, pumpkins, running beans 
and every plant which has long vines. 
Nothing can equal it for the growing of 
potatoes ; it has produced me more than 
a peck in a hill, on the poorest hungry 
sands ; or rather I might say, straw only 
a little impregnated with the dung of hogs 
has done it. This is so strong a manure, 
that it answers well when mixed with a 
large proportion of earth or weeds, straw 
or other bibulous substances. It is al- 
most incredible how great a quantity of 
good manure may be obtained by supply- 
ing a hog stye with ruldsh to mix with the 
dung. I have heard of forty loads of 
manure being made in the year by means 
of one hog stye, and I have no doubt of 
of its being practicable —Boston Gaz.

The quantity of land which the Government 
Will dispose of in this manner is immense ; the 
domains of the Sultan, and the vaconfs or 
church lands, embrace alone two thirds of the 
Whole territory.

The London Courier of the 25th of July, 
speaks with entire confidence of an amicable 
adjustment between Russia and Turkey. The 
Emperor of Russia,fsays the Courier, has declar- 
ed, “that notwithstanding the interest: which 
he must neturally fee! in the fate of his fellow 
Christians, he could not approve a direct rebel- 
lion Jn one part of Europe, while he was enga- 
ged in suppressing itin another.” He deplores, 
saysthe Courier, as our government do, the 
crueities which have marked the conduct both 
ot Greeks and Turks, but it is his determination 
asit is thet of the British government toprserve 
an exact neutrality. Such is the reasonsng of 
these Christian powers, and thus do they excuse 
their indef@erence in regard to the horrid massa- 
cres and continual barbarities which the Turks 
are practising in Greece.

THE FRENCH LANGU AGE. 

We briefly mentioned a few weeks since that 
we attended the introductory lecture of Mr. 
J. Hamilton to his course of lectures on the 
French Language, which he teaches in 48 les- 
sons. It was a thing entirely new with as, and 
we believe with many of our citizens: by 
whom it was regarded asa nove Ity—a mat- 
ter of speculation, visionary and extravagant , 
and by every one viewed as extraordinary, even

when his ability to fulfil bis promises was not 
doubted, or denied. 

As the subject of education, and the study of 
the languages, is a matter of deep concern 
with the public; we deem it net only proper, 
hut our duty to bestow some attention to this 
subject, and to stale what we have witnessed 
with regard to Mr. Hamilton’s mode of teach- 
ing the French Language; a language, which, 
like all others, in the usual mode of study, re- 
quires months, sometimes years, of intense ap- 
plication to books to obtain a knowledge of ; 
attended with so much expense, and so g eata 
sacrifice of time, that few can and few will un- 
dertake to learn it: excluding many from a 
knowledge of it to whom it may be eminently 
useful. In the Hamiltonian system we find 
these obstructions so far removed, as to leave 
men of science and reflection, ineredulous 
with regard to it, When the fact is not substanti- 
ated by the most undoubted testimony, or by 
observation and experience. By this system, a 
door is open to every person of ordinary capa- 
city and industry, who can read English, to ob 
tain sufficient knowledge of the French lan- 
guage, to read, speak, and write it with eor- 
rectness and facility, and that too, only by a 
suitable degree of attention to only forty-eight 
léctures, attended with a comparatively tri- 
fling expense ! 

Mr. Hamilton, contrary to expectation, has 
been successful in obtaiuing a large class in 
this city; and as in every other place where 
he bas taught, bas made his way against the 
prejudiees and incredulity of meu of learning 
and influence. A class of. above eighty stu- 
| dents of college, and another of about twenty- 
five citizens, were formed; with the latter of 
whom we have attended several lectures, and 
| have found the proficiency made by every one, 
| suffcient evidence, that be Las thus far, fulfil-

The natural strength | 
among beings of the same order, which is | 
equal in the individuals, or nearly so, 
lies always in the multitude. But the | 
opinion both of right and of occupancy, 
or secure possessions, can and does uni-, 
versally invest the smaller with the direc-| 
tion or government of the greater number. 
By the opinion of right, we are restrained, | 
through justice, or a sense of duty, from 


divesting a manof what we think him en- 
titled to enjoy. By the eninion of occu- 
pancy, we are restrained, through pru-! 
dence, ora sense of danger, from distur- 
bing a man in the possession of what we 
thiuk be has a firm bold of. Either opin-| 
ion, when strong, is generally sufficient to! 
ensure peace 5 but they operate most pow- 
erfully in conjunction. When the two} 
opinions are disjoined, that is, when for-, 
tunately, under any government, it is the, 
general opinion, that the right is in one, , 
and the occupancy in another, there fre- 
quently ensue insurrections and intestine 
by ails, 
‘The above remarks hold equally with! 
recard to proprty, which is in effect a spe- 
cies of power. Now these opinions, which, 
from the influence of custom, and insen- 
sible imitation, men have a natural ten- 
dency to form, prove, in all ordinary ca-- 
ses, a sufficent security to the few rich 
aud great, in the enjoyment of all their 
envied advatages, against the far superior | 
force, if it were combined, of the many 
poor and small. Indeed, it is opinion 
that prevents the combination, and makes 
that a masier may sleep securely amid 
fifty servants and dependents, each of 
whom, perhaps, taken, singly, is, both in 
bodily strength, and in mental abilities, 
an over match for him. It is this which 
vests a single person with the command 
ofanarmy, who, in contradiction to their 
own will, give implicit obedience to his ;

‘A boy of 
twelve or thitteen years old presented 
himseif to me,’ continued he, ‘and intreat- 
ed that his father’s sword (who had been 
a general of the public) should be return- 
ed. Twas so touched by this affectionate 
request, that I ordered it to be given to 
him. This boy was Eugene Beauhar- 
vois. On secang the sword, be burst in- 
totears. I felt se much affected by his 
conduct, that I noticed and praised him 
much. A few days afterwards, his moth- 
er came to return mea visit of thanks. 1 
was much struck with her appearance, 
and still more with her esprit. This first 
inpression was daily strengthened, and 
marriage was not long in following.’ ”
